The entire cost of making the above-mentioned length of fences, including the 
repairs of fences and drains, amounts to 3121. 13s. Ill d. ; this sum has been paid 
to tenants and labourers residing on the Crown Estate, and has added considerably 
to the comfort and support of their families.

The produce of lime burned from the above 3 182 tons of limestone, at the 
rate office barrels to each ton, is equal to 15,810 barrels of hme of which 1 000 
barrels were used in building houses, fence-walls, and limekilns, and the re- 
maining 14,810 barrels were used as manure. . 

In addition to 1 7 limekilns which had been built at the date of the last Repor , 
19 have since been erected, making a total of 36 now at work ; but 21 in addition 
are still required, which when completed will make a total of 57. (See Appendix, 
No 3 Return of Limekilns.) It might appear that the above number oi lime- 
kilns is perhaps unnecessary for a mountain estate consisting of 6,000 acres, and 
originally I had intended that one kiln should have served two or three farmers , 
but the tenants refused to join in the expense, stating that each would prefer 
building a kiln on his own farm at his own expense, than join m the expense ot 
erecting one on a neighbouring farm : and I believe on the whole, it will be 
better to have a kiln on each farm ; it will prevent the disputes which would 
frequently have arisen among the farmers relative to the repairs of the kiln; 
and also the value of the drainage arising from carting on the land adjoining the 
kiln, &c., by the tenants of the adjoining farms 

With regard to the expense of building limekilns, I have arranged with the 
tenants to pay one-half, and the Crown to pay the other. The dimensions of 
the limekilns are 12 feet in height, by five feet gx inches in diameter at the 
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top; the average expense of completing each kiln 
defrayed as follows : —

The cost of one ton of limestone, equal to five barrels of lime, is 4 s. 7 d., con- 
sequently, each barrel of lime costs 11 d . ; at present the Commissioners pay 
1 s. 3d. per ton, which is about the average cost of the limestone at the quarry, 
ana tfie tenant pays 3 s. 4 d. per ton, the cost of carriage, labour, and fuel for 
burning. I his is perhaps too much, as lime may be considered to be a perma- 
nent manure ; in consequence, I would recommend that the limestone be given 
iee . o any expense to the tenants for the next four or six years, in such pro- 
portion as may be recommended by the resident agent. About one thousand tons 
ot limestone yearly would supply the estate ; and the probable expense, including 
the rent ol the quarry, would be about Is. 3d. per ton, or 62 L a year; that is, 
20 L a year torrent of quarry, and about 42/. a year for labour and cost of 
quarry tools. 

The acre of quarry ground at Carrendulkeen, leased by the Earl of ICenmare, 
oi the use of the Crown estate, will in future be expensive to work ; the rock 
ties beneath a deep covering of earth, and the whole is surrounded by pools of 
water contained in the old. quarry-holes for more than half the year, which can 
only be discharged by cutting a deep drain from the quarry to a stream on the 
adjoining land. 

BUILDINGS. 

The labourers residing on the estate, have been so busily employed with the 
tanners m fencing burning lime, and reclaiming the heathy mountain, that they 
ou . not spare sufficient time during the last three years to quarry the stones 
equired lor building the remainder ol the farmhouses and cottages recommended 
n my last Report ; however, the most pressing requirements for farm buildings 
nave been attended to, and during the above period, 11 farmhouses, three 
a murers cottages,, and 19 sets of farm offices have been built; the buildings 
s V re( l uire d, consist of eight farmhouses, 18 labourers’ cottages, and 29 sets of 
12 ‘ a 2 farmers’ 
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Report of farmers’ offices. (See Appendix, No. 4, Return of Houses required.) These 
R. Griffith, Esq. buildings may be completed during the summer months of the next three years, 

within the period which intervenes between the completion of the tillage and the 

commencement of the harvest. By this arrangement, useful employment will be 
provided for the labourers residing on the estate throughout the season ; and 
with a view to make them more comfortable, and to provide useful employment 
for their children, I would recommend that a small lot of land, be attached to 
each cottage, say from three to six statute acres, according to circumstances, to 
be cultivated by the spade by the labourer and his family. If more land than 
six acres were allotted to a labourer, he would consider himself a small farmer, 
and would only work on his own land, and by this means the larger farms 
would be deprived of his services. 

The yearly rent of each cottage should be 1 1. 5 s., which is five per cent, on 
the expenditure, and the rent of the lot of land should be fixed according to the 
valuation made by me in the year 1839. As straw is scarce and expensive in 
the district, it will be advisable to slate the farmhouses and cottages, and to 
thatch the farm offices with rushes and heath, to be collected from the mountains.

The above appears a large sum ; but on examination of the plans and estimates, 
it will be seen that the houses are as small as is consistent with moderate comfort, 
and the prices of building, &c. are very moderate. 

From the foregoing, it would appear that though nothing very striking has 
been effected on the Crown estate during the last three years, still that a con- 
stant, though perhaps not very active industry, has prevailed among the tenants ; 
that upwards of 31 miles of fences have been made, and 159 acres of land have 
been drained, manured with lime, and tilled. In my last Report, I stated that 
within the previous three years, 139 acres of heathy and boggy mountain land had 
been reclaimed, making a total of 298 acres since the period when the land was 
divided into farms, no part of which would have been improved under the old 
system of tenants in common. In its original state, the land was not worth more 
than 4 d. an acre, which is the amount at which it was valued for sale; it is now 
well worth, say 8 s. 4 d. an acre, which on 298 acres reclaimed, makes an in- 
crease to the annual value of the estate amounting to 119 l. 4 s., and this is 
exclusive of the increased value derived from the farm roads made, and the 
houses, offices, and limekilns which have been built. 

In regard to the great lines of communication, called the New Cork and 
Kerry Roads, two-thirds of the expense of which was borne by the public, and 
which pass through the village of King William’s Town and the Crown estate, 
I have to observe that they are in excellent order, being kept in repair under 
the superintendence of the Board of Public Works, and these roads, though 
passing through a mountainous country, are now used as the main lines of 
communication between Tralee and Cork, and Killarney and Cork. 

The farm roads, and the road from King William’s Town to Carrendulkeen 
limestone quarry, made also at the public expense, are also in good order, 
and at present there is no difficulty of access from every farm in the estate to 
the limestone quarry, and also to the principal markets for agricultural pro- 
duce, namely Cork, Tralee, and Killarney, and this in a district which, 
previously to the opening of the New Cork and Kerry roads, was inaccessible even 
to horsemen, except in very dry weather. 

I shall 
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I shall now say a few words with reference to what may be considered our 
own improvements, namely, those within the limits of King William’s Town Farm 
and the Model Farm. 

King William’s Town Farm must be considered under two heads, namely the 
village and the land. 

In regard to the village it remains nearly in the same state as to rents and 
occupation as it stood in the year 1839, the detail of which will be found in page 7 
of my Report of that year. 



Of the land, the first division of town farms was let to the hotel-keeper in 
May 1839, at a rent of 30 /. per year, and in April 1843 the second division 
was divided among four of the tenants residing in the village, at the following

OF THE MODEL FARM. 

Thf. agricultural experiments which have been made on this farm within 
the last eight years have created considerable interest throughout the South of 
Ireland; and judging from the number of persons from all parts of Great Britain 
and Ireland who have visited our works, I might say the interest has extended 
throughout the United Kingdom. 

Being situated in a western climate, exposed to all the rain and tempests of 
the Atlantic Ocean, at elevations varying from 600 to 800 feet above the level of 
the sea, agriculture must labour under great difficulties. In such a situation, 
crops of all kinds are unusually liable to injury from the vicissitudes of seasons • 
and hence during the years 1840, 1841, and 1842, in all of which the summer 
and autumn were unusually wet, the crops were much injured though not 
destroyed, as was the case in many of the surrounding mountain farms, their 
preservation with us- being attributable solely to the system of thorough draining 
which has been practised from the commencement in reclaiming the lands of 
the model farm. Owing to elevation and exposure no crops are grown beyond 
what are required for the use of the farm ; they consist of oats and rye, turnips 
and potatoes, which usually succeed well ; but our main object is good pasture 
and meadow, as dairy farming and rearing young stock are best suited to the 
circumstances of the farm. 

In several of my former Reports, I mentioned that much pains had been taken 
to introduce good breeds of cattle into the country by importing from Ayrshire 
Gallowayshil-e, and the West Highlands : endeavours have also been made to 
procure a few of the small breed of cattle peculiar to the county of Kerry 
which has been crossed with an Ayrshire bull, and the cattle produced are well 
formed, and appear to be well suited to an exposed climate. 

1It 0u “ t “ l of cattle at present consists of the Ayrshire, Gallowayshire, and 
West Highland breeds, and several half-bred between the native and Ayrshire 
breeds. J 



The West Highlands are a small, hardy breed, well shaped, and protected from 
the cold bv a coat of fine soft hair : they appear to be suited to a cold mountain 
climate ; 1 have therefore recommended the tenants on the Crown estate to breed 
from the West H lg hland bull kept for their use on the model farm, the cross of 
which with the native breed will be superior in many respects, and equal in 
others to the ordinary cattle of the district. 

I have no proof at present of the dairy qualities of the West Highland breed, 
6 ' 2 ' a 3 but 
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but their fattening qualities are long known to be next, if not equal, to the 
Galloway breed.

The number of cattle on the farm at present, including 35 young calves, is 
138, which, together with the horses, &c., are valued at 639 /. 11 £. {See Return 
and Valuation of Stock, Nos. 5, 6, 7, and 8, which show the stock on the farm 
during three years, ending 31st March 1842, 31st March 1843, and 31st March 
1844 ; and Returns, Nos. 9, 10, and 11, give the detail of Receipts and Expen- 
diture for three. years, terminating on the 31st March 1844.) 

Return, No. 12 , shows the total amount received and expended in three years, 
ending 31st March 1844, which gives a balance against the farm of 23 1. 11s. 9bd.; 
this balance accrued partly on account of the low prices of butter during the 
last two years, and partly on account of the expenses attending the particular 
circumstances of this farm. 

The model farm must be compared to a large store for the use and benefit not 
only of the tenants of the estate, but also for the district. All the implements 
of husbandry used on the farm are occasionally lent to the tenants on the Crown 
estate and to the farmers of the surrounding district ; and bulls of the best 
breed are supported for the use of the Crown estate and the neighbourhood ; 
and as the farm was set down at the full value at which it could be let, so as to 
enable a working farmer possessed of capital to pay his rent, it cannot be ex- 
pected, farmed as it is in a great degree for the benefit of others, that it would 
fully cover all its expenses ; and I think under the circumstances, it is creditable 
to Mr. Bryan, the manager, that including the expense of thorough draining 
and improving one or more fields each year, and paying its rent, amounting to 
135/. per annum, it has been so far able to keep its head above water as to 
return a deficit in three years amounting only to the small sum of 23/. 11s. 9> s d. 

The cultivation of the model farm has given constant employment to a consider- 
able number of men, boys, and girls: upwards of 200 /. have been paid to labourers 
in each year during the last three years; fair crops of potatoes and turnips have 
been raised, and this circumstance has induced some of the landlords of this 
neighbourhood to follow our example, who have commenced the improvement of 
their farms according to our system, not only in draining and cultivation, but in 
the construction of farm-roads, and suitable houses and farm-buildings for then- 
ten ants. 

Hence it may fairly be concluded that the objects for the attainment of which 
the Crown Land Improvements were undertaken have been effected; and the 
impulse having been given, that the future progress of improvement throughout 
the mountain district will be rapid and successful.
